The treaty is the first formal 
implementation of Article 51 of 
the United Nations Charter, 
which sancfions the banding to- 
gether of nations ‘for individual 
or collective self-defence. 

To meet the charges that the 
American Republics may have gone 
beyond the Unitcd Nations concept, 
the trenty, on the Inittative of the 
United States, contains no fewer 
than seven references to the United 
Nations Charter in its text of 1,800 
words, 

The new treaty. reiterntes for 
peacetime the main articles of the 
1945 Act of Chapultepec, which 
united the Americns in war. 

Although by no means without 
loopholes, it is unquestionably the 
strunzcst formal expression yet of 
hemispheric solidarity. 

The. treaty provides that In the 
case of aggression against any 
American state, the governing board 
of the Pan-American Union shall 
mect and decide by a simple majority 
whether or not+the situation calls 
for u meeting of tho Foreign 
Ministers of the American Re- 
publics, : . 
Two-Thirds Majority 

If and when they meet, thelr 
actions shalk require a majority of 
two-thIrds, and whatever programme 
they agree upon to meet aggression 
shall be binding on all signatories 
tothe treaty, except that no nation 
shall be required to provide: armed 
forces ogainst its will. 

While these consultations ‘are going 
on, any nation shall be free to go tu 
the aid of the victim of aggression. 

The trenty provides that if one 
American state attacks another, then 
the parties to the treaty shall conter 
an@ use all possible meang to reach 
a peaceful settlement before resorting 
to collective armed force. 


The western hemisphere, as defined 
for the ‘treaty, is much larger than 
any previous definition and includes, 
besides large slices of both Polar 
areas, a huge area of Greenland.
